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The genus /taballia was described by Kaye (1904: 204) with Pieris pandosia Hewrtson, 1853 
originally designated as a type species. /taballia ranges throughout Central and South Amer- 
ica. The genus consists of 3 species (demophile, marana and pandosia). Until now the follow- 
ing names assoiciated with the genus have been introduced (listed here alphabetically):
